Ceremony In Dallas 


* In downtown Dallas. Nellie Connally, 
the widow of farmer Gov John B. Con- 
bally of Texas, unveiled a bronze 
plnque designating Dealy Plaaa, where 
Kennedy was shot, a historic land 
mark. The Connallvs were riding in the 
open limousine with Kennedy and his 
"wife when the President was shot. Mr 
Connally was wmmded 

"Thirty years ago.” Mrs. Connally 
said, "fate brought me here as an un 
willing player in the most unforgetta- 
ble traRlc drama of our time. Now. 
three decades later, we are gatherrd 
not to look bark with grief, but to look 
forward with hope.” 

Mr Connally died Iasi June. 

In Dublin, Jean Kennedy Smith, the 
former President's sister, who lx now 
Ihe United States Ambassador to Ire- 
land. ted a memorial Mass that was 
attended by about 1,500 people, includ- 
ing Prime Minister Albert Reynolds. 

At the cemetery here, dozens of 
wreaths and bouquets were placed 
next lo the Kennedy grave, os were 
Several Idlers and poems on lini*d pa- 
per from srhnok-hllrirm I hr largest 
wreath — green, orange and white enr- 
nnllnna — was left by the members of 
the John F Kennedy Division No 5 of 
the A tiered Order of Hibernians.

Among the early visitors today were 
Evelyn Lincoln, Kennedy's personal 
secretary, and President Kim Young 
Sam of South Korea, who was in Wash- 
ington for a meeting with President 
Clinton on Tuesday. 

Still, the crowd was never so large 
that visitors could not walk right up to 
the grave. Susan Fazakerler, a spokes- 
woman for the Army who was assigned 
to the site for the day, said ihe number 
of tourists today was only slightly larg - 1 
than what might have been expected I 
i a sunny autumn weekday. 

A Day 'Much Like Today* 

At the ceremony In Dallas. Judge 
Barefoot Sanders, who was the United 
States Attorney In Dallas at the time of 
the assassination, recalled the day 30 
years ago Before the shooting. "It was 
a day very much like today pleasant, 
much sunshine, good cheer,” Judge 
Sanders told the several thousand peo- 
ple gathered at the plaza. 1 

"ir» lust a rush of memories that all 
of a sudden trnnsporis you back to the 
emotions of ttni day. which were over- 
whelming." the Federal district Judge 
said Kennedy, he continued, "symbol- 
ized what could be. the belief that prob- 
lem* could be solved." 

President Clinton, who has often *a»d 
thni Kennedy was his Idol. Intended to 
lake no public notice of the aimiversn 
ry. Bui at a news conference, he was 
asked whether he thought Kennedy 
wns killed by a single assassin and 
whether he was satisfied with his own 
security arrangements. 

The President replied: *Tm sail 
fied with the finding ihnt Lee Harvey 
Oswald acted alone I am also vctv 
satisfied with the wnrk d«me by the 
Secret Service tn my Ivhnlf ”
